A PROCLAMATION 


Againſt he REBELS in IRELAND. 


= HAR LES by the Grace of God, King of England, Scotland, Fran:e, and 
» DB &Wz- Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. To all Our loving Subjects of 
fe I ay England and Ircland , Greeting. Wee taking notice by the Pnfozmas | 
tion of the Loꝛds and Commons, now Aſſembled in Parliament, 

That after the vaſt expence of Blood and Treaſure fo2 the ſuppze(- 
ſing of the late hoꝛrid Rebellion in Ireland, begun in October, 16 41. 
There are yet many of the Natives of that Dur Kingdom, deeply 
guiitly of that Rebellion, who have of late bz. ke out into new Acts 
of Fo:ce and Utolence, ſome Murthering, Robbing, and Deſpoiling 
is ſeveral of Our Engliſh Pꝛoteſtant Subjects there planted, and 
5 others of them by kozce Entring upon, and Diſquieting the Poſleſ- 
ſions of ſeveral Adventurers and Souldiers there, to the great and manifeſt diſturbance and 
hinderance of Our Engliſh Plantation. And being very ſenſible of the innocent bloud of ſo ma- 
ny thouſands of Our Engliſh Pꝛoteſtant Subjects, foꝛmerly flain by the hands of thoſe barba- 
rous Rebels, and ot new miſchiefs of the ſame kind, likely to fall out, as the ſad iſſne and conſe- 
quents of ſo unhappy beginnings. Do therefoze , by the advice of the ſaid Toꝛds and Com- 
mons,now afſembled,A\ſwell to teſtiſie Pur utter abhoꝛring of the ſaidlate Rebellion, as to pze- 
vent the like fo the future, And koꝛ the pꝛelent eſtabliſhment of the Peace of that Dur King⸗ 
dom, hold it Pur duty to God and the whole Pꝛoteſtant Intereſt to Command, Publiſh , 
and Declare, And dde by this Pur Pꝛoclamation, accoꝛd ugly, Command, Publiſh and 
Declare, That all Priſh Nebels (other then ſuch as by Articles have liberty to reſide in theſe 
Our Dominions, and have not ſince foꝛfeited the benefit thereof) now remaining in, oꝛ which 
ereafter ſhall reſoꝛt to England oz ſreland, be foꝛthwith appꝛehended, and p2ocecded againſt as 
ebels and Traitoꝛs accoꝛding to Law, And that the Adventurers and Souldters, and other 
Our Subjects tn reland, their Heirs, Executoꝛs,. Adminiſtrato:s, and Alligns, who on the firfk 
day of January laſt paſt were in the Poſſeſſion of any of the Mannoꝛs, Caſtles, Houſes, Lands, 
Tenements, 02 Hereditaments of any the ſaidJriſh Rebels, ſhaii not be diſturbed in ſuch their 
Poſſeſſions, untill We, vy the advice of the Loꝛds and Commons, now aſſembled as afoꝛeſatb, oz 
tuch Parliament as We ſhall tall in England oz Ireland, ſhall take further Ozder , oꝛ that they be 
— evicted, by due courſe of Law: And all Pur Juſtices of Peace, Majoꝛs. Sheriffs, 
nd other Officers, both Civil and Military, both in England and lreland, are hereby required 
to be aiding and aſſiſting in the execution of this Our Pzoctamation, as often as occaſion ſhall 
require.
